Dear Councilman Ryu, Mr. Orenstein, 


I am writing to follow up on a conversation you had recently with a Los Angeles animal advocate, Patty Shenker, where you discussed a 
possible ordinance to address the problem of wild and exotic animals brought to parties in Los Angeles. Patty is a friend and a 
supporter of the organization I work for, Animal Defenders International (ADI). At your convenience, I would love the opportunity to 
discuss this and ADI’s humane/public safety concerns and evidence to support such a measure. 


ADI campaigns across the globe on animals in entertainment, providing technical advice to governments, securing progressive animal 
protection legislation, drafting regulations and rescuing animals in distress. ADI has a worldwide reputation for providing video and 
photographic evidence exposing the behind-the-scenes suffering in industry and supporting this evidence with scientific research on 
captive wildlife and transport. 


As you may be aware, San Francisco recently passed a very strong ordinance prohibiting the performance of wild animals, providing a 
good model for Los Angeles. I have attached the language here. Thirty nations have passed similar nationwide bans and more than 50 
jurisdictions across the US have some form of protection for exotic animals in entertainment. 


We have drafted a proposal with California Legislative Counsel and are looking for a sponsor. The draft language is linked here. Our work 
in the US includes ongoing campaigns at the national, state, and local level. We are working to reintroduce TEAPA (the Traveling Exotic 
Animal Protection Act), which website contains additional data and information to support that is provided here. We have ongoing state 
campaigns in Hawaii, New York, Massachusetts, and Pennsylvania, among others, and local efforts across the country. We have 
worked at length with Sen. Daylin Leach on PA S698 and in Hawaii on legislative and administrative efforts, among others. Hawaii 
appears very close to being the first US state to ban the use of wild animals in circuses. We also worked with local campaigners 
in Arkansas, California, Idaho, Massachusetts, Montana and other states on recently passed local ordinances. We include here for your 
reference the TEAPA language; and language introduced in CA, NY, and PA; as well as the NYC Bar’s analysis and recommendations 
supporting such measures. 


ADI is now also in Peru and Colombia rescuing & rehoming animals after our campaigns succeeded there in achieving nationwide bans 
on wild animal acts. (Many of these animals have been rehomed in-country, but 33 lions will be airlifted later soon to sanctuary in 
Africa.) Most recently, we assisted the Colombian government in drafting its implementing regulations for their nationwide ban on wild 
animal acts. 


ADI would be very interested to meet with you at your convenience in the upcoming weeks/months to provide additional data and get 
your take on this issue. As I am sure you are well aware, there is enormous support in Los Angeles for such a measure and we look 
forward to the possibility to discuss this with you.
